Tue Supreme Judicial Court has no more power 
or right to affirm orenact a disability concerning ne- 
groes, than it has concerning Chinese, or Dutchmen, 
or Italians, or Japanese, or Malays. The constitu- 
tion has no article or phrase, that either by letter 
or implication brings, or can be coustrued to bring, 
any race under its power for oppression, or into 
question of the right of freedom. The affirmation 
of sueh power by the Supreme Court is as ground- 
less and absolute a forgery and lie against human- 
ity and justice, as if they had interpreted, from 
concession of the power of government over the 
territories, the right and power to sell and convey 
to the Cham of Tartary all persons born in said 
territories with red hair, and all with blue eyes. 
No language can describe tho ineffable iniquity of 
the assumption that the African race were never 
thought or spoken of except as properly, and hat 
no rights that white men were bound to respect ; 
and the assertion from this assumption that the 
constitution forbids their being regarded as citi- 
zens. The reasoning itself is piracy, and lays the 
judge open to impcachmeut, as a deliberate attempt 


to subvert a free constitution and destroy the | 


fundamental laws of our republic. The reasoning 
is worse than the maddest dreams of insanity, 
and isso palpably and monstrously uajust and 
false, that it would be fit for nothing but the hoot- 
ings of ridicule, were it not so terribly and sweep- 
ingly malignant.

The constitution does not confer citizenship, and 
it away. Every human being, born 
within the United States, is born 2 citizen, and 
only loca! state law or exceptions we!l known, as 
n regard to Indians, can put any disability upon 
him. And whetuer he were descended from Shem, 
Ham, or Japhet, whether from Ishmael or Isaac, 
whether he were born blue, or fiery red, or yellow, 
or black and blue, or green and gold, or spotied like 
a leopard, or striped like a zebra, what infamous 
falsehood it would be to assert that any sueh cir- 
cumstance deprives him of his citizenship! It 
never entered the heads of the authors of our 
Declaration of Independence, or the framers of our 
constitution, to imagine, inuch less the heart to de- 
sire, such athing. It never could have been con- 
ceived by them possible, in the joy, the glory, the 
enthusiasm of a freedom asserted as the equal birth- 
right of all mankind from the Creator, that human 
beings, in the shape of judges on the bench, would 
ever be fcund in our country so degraded, so in- 
veterately, viciously, malignantly disposed toward 
any distressed race in the shape of man, as to be 
capable of plotting and promulgating such a de- 
cision. The conception and the reasoning would 
be beneath contempt, were it not for the daring im- 
morality projected as law, and were it not like- 
wise for the dreadful fact that Christians can 
be found to affirm that this iniquity, having become 
law, is, by virtue of being law, righteous law, and 
obedience to it a righteous cruelty, a virtuous ex- 
pediency ; so that the enacting of a thing, which 
yesterday, by the constitution and the divine law, 
would have been a most atrocious wickedness, be- 
comes to-day, by the decision of half a dozen men, 
a divine obligation. But the constitution remains 
the same, and the principles of eternal morality 
and justice remain the same, and six men cannot 
change them, nor could the opinions of all the 
judges in the land make a law for us igat 
against the constitution, or take ae ~~ 
our supreme responsibility to the law of God. 
Traitors to God, to their country, and their 
race are they who counsel obedience to man 
rather than God ; obedience to man, in an article 
of sweeping, unalloyed, undisputed, and indispu- 
table wickedness. Traitors to God and man are 
they, who counsel silent submission to what makes 
them, makes every creature, makes the whole 
hation, tools of crime, tools of oppression, so 
infamous, so mean, so wanton, and for purposes 
of such cringing, pitiable selfishness, that devils 
with devils damned might be ashamed of it.

We say 
again that such teachers, preachers, and editors are 
traitors to their country and their God. If there 
is any spawn of baseness worthy of contempt, 
it is that of those men who profess the principles 
of the Christian religion, but the moment human 
law commands them to violate its precepts, in or- 
der to the shielding and establishment of human 
slavery, not only do this themselves, but teach and 
require others to do the same, and have pleasure 
in those who join with them. 

We speak for God, not for party; at his com- 
mand, not man’s ; for divine truth and justice, not 
political supremacy. We speak for justice disre- 
garded, mercy trampled on, the law of love de- 
sp'sed, truth fallen in the street. We speak for 
mar, for the oppressed, for those drawn unto death, 
for the cumb in their terrible suffering, for a help- 
less persecuicd race, and for Christ himself, in 
them cast out and crucified. We proclaim, as we 
are commanded, God’s judgment against the ua- 
righteous judge and the law of iniquity. God for- 
bids us to submit to that unrighteousness, or to 
obey that law. God appoints us to do only that 
for which he has given to the people of these Uni- 
ted States their sovereignty, to execute truth and 
justice as the end and object of the nation, and not 
injustice, oppression, and robbery by law, as the 
object ond end of party usurpation. The outrage 
is so great, so high-handed, so deliberate, so against 
all light and even the natural conscience of man- 
kind, so instantly and undeniably in the face of 
God’s judgments against his own people for a sim- 
i'ar sin, so full of agonizing outcry for God’s ven- 
geance, that it scems as if the domes and spires of 
Sodom did hardly more invite the lightning of 
heaven’s wrath than this decision. And whata 
solemn attitude now is that of this great people, 
ard what a spectacle before God, angels, and men, 
the course which they will take, God and his 
truth, humanity and justice, thus outraged before 
them, by their own tribunals! Whether they wi'l 
rouse themselves at God’s call, or supinely fold 
their hands, till by submitting to the judicial de- 
struction of ithe rights of others, they lose all 
power, opportunity, and energy to assert their 
own. Asolemn question, indeed, it is, whether 
there is virtue enough, regard to God enough, ex- 
perienced power of his word enough, benevolence 
enough, justice enough, and indignation at out- 
raged justice, to purge off this iniquity, to repel, 
rebuke, and annihilate this mighty wrong. Was 
ever the sacred seat of justice so polluted? All the 
unjust decisions in the whole history of Great Brit- 
ain are feeble, ineffectual, evanescent, contracted, 
compared with this, which concentrates such de- 


“liberate impiety against both God and man. 


Now that this monstrous crime has been, if the 
people permit it, nationalized, now that it has been 


judicially baptized with the sacredness of the con- | 
stitution, as the first-born child of freedom, and so | 


our freedom itself baptized as a pirate, what re- 
mains for us but to throw ourselves upon the word 
of God? Here we stand. This is our last cita- 
del. The blood rushes to the heari; if there be 
strength enough to send it back with a new life 
through the system, we are safe. If not, we are 
lost, and we go down more ingloriously, more base- 
ly, than ever any nation under heaven did. The 
judge has oceupied the constitution as a Border 
Ruffian, with the decision that the African race 
among us are to be regarded only as property, that 
they are fit for nothing but slaves, and have no 
rights that white men are bound to respect. Let 
now the insulted Christianity of our churches rise 
in its majesty, andinthe name of God condemn 
and repudiate this dreadful wrong. Let the chureh- 
es take the position that the claim of property in 
man is sin, and consequently that no slaveholder, 
persisting in it,can properly be admitted to the 
Christian Church. Let God's word be applied. 
Let the ministry everywhere speak out. If they 
had done this from the beginning, this tremendous 
iniquity of judgment never could have been perpe- 
trated. And the ministry would have spoken, if 
the churches had encouraged and permitted it, if 
conservative Christians had not kept them bound. 
But they have followed the lead of their people, 
instead of leading them. They have trembled be- 
fore their people, and when they have ventured a 
stealthy word of admonition, it has been in such a 
partial, pitiful, apologizing way, as if they had 
been stealing sheep instead of feeding them. They 
have been muzzled by their congregations, and 
forsooth have asked their congregations how much 
and what they should say, instead of telling their 
congregations from God what he commands them, 
both pastor and people, to think and to do. 

There are few positions more despicable, to 
which men ever reduce themselves, than that of a 
minister of Christ, appointed to lead and instruct 
the people, asking them to lead him, and to give his 
tongue its marching orders,and promising never to 
preach anything but just what they please, or what 
they think important for the pew rents. The min- 
isterhas mistaken his place, who puts himself behind 
hispeople instead of before them,especially when any 
great conflict between God and the Devil, Christ and 
the powers of darkness, is coming on. Think of 
the Captain of a company of soldiers, in time of 
war, retreating from his place, and relinquishing 
his responsibility and power, at the head of the 
company, and skulking at the tail, leaving the 
corporals, the sergeants, and the privates to drill 
one another and instruct and command him! But 
this is the degradation to which the surrender of 
the right of preaching against the iniquity of 
slavery, and the dread of the miserable hypocriti- 
cal outery about polities in the pulpit, and the fear 
of strife and agitation by the denunciation 
of sin, have reduced many a pulpit and many 
a corporation of Christians. What a pitiful, 
unmanly position of our Young Men’s Christian 
Associations, for example, squabbling among them- 
selves as to the propriety or possibility of even 
mentioning the morality of slavery as a question 
for discussion, while the Supreme Court not only 


| agitate it, but exalt slavery as a virtue to the top 


of the decalogue. How base the submission of 
Christians to such a rule! Their catechism 
should read, Thou shalt have no other gods before 
slavery, and all thy morality shall be cut and 
squared to meet the convenience of slavery, and 
all thy discussions shall be only in such @ way, 
and on such points, as shall subserve the interests 
of slavery. Thou shalt buy and sell thy goods 
only at the will and pleasure of those who buy 
and sell slaves, for they are thy masters, and their 
plessure is thy God. Thou shalt hold and ex- 
press thine opinions only as thy slave-masters suf- 
fer thee. Thou shalt bow down unto them and 
worship them, and if they command thee to say 
There is no God but eotton, thou shalt answer and 
say, Verily, there is no God but cotton. C. 
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NOTES AND QUERIES. 





For a long time we were puzzled to know what 
“Notes and Queries” meant. Little scraps of 
information were floating through newspapers 
with this appendage to them. Bits of curious in- 
formation, queer facts, out-of-the-way learning, 
ofien in odd shapes, were going about, with a tail- 
piece—“ Notes and. Queries.” At length we 
stumbled on the work at Appleton’s and also at 
Wiley’s, with this title-page—“ Notes and Queries; 
A medium of intercommunication for Literary 
Men, Artists, Antiquarians, Genealogists, &c. 
When feund, make a note of,—Captain Cuttle.” 
The first series of twelve half-yearly volumes, 
with an index, was completed in December, 1855, 
and three more are due since then. 

We suspect such another work was never issued. 
We have had many anthologies, we have had col- 
lections and encyclopedias of aneedotes. we have 
had scientific collectanex, but no such serial of all 
things, past and present, important and insignifi- 
cant, that may be supposed to pass through the 
thoughts of scholarly men, or industrious biblio- 
poles, or antiquarian-hunters. Our readers will 
all, doubtless, have in mind some shrewd book- 
reader, full of anecdotes, full of notions, full of 
facts that nobody else ever heard of, picked up in 
some old pamphlet, fished-out notes in some 
neglected old beok, together with a string of 
odd sayings by comical people. Suppose 
some twenty such persons were to come to- 
gether, and over full bowls of smoking and 
healthy coffee, (blessed be he that first dis- 
covered the immortal berry!—why is no mon- 
ument erected to his name, no anniversary kept 
of his birth or departure?) they should, amid some 
jocose thrusts, and dry laughter, pour out, without 
any vther order than that which leads meh 
to follow up one anecdote with another, all the 
curious things they ever read or heard of; all the 
noticeable but un-useable knowledge that anti- 
quaries pick up in books so neglected that they 
sniff and sneeze for very dust. Weshould then 
have but one view of this Notes and Queries. 
For it contains accounts of all singular manners 
and customs yet prevailing among the common 
people, of their superstitions and habits. 
of literary quiddites, but as full of incidental 
learning, more useful than ornamental. Every num- 
ber has some article of length. But then page after 
page is filled with half-a-finger-length questions, 
or answers to questions, fifty to seventy-five in a 
number. One correspondent states that as Eve 
read backwards or forwards is the same name, 
so every name that reads both ways alike is fem- 
inine. Another answers that Bob is a man’s name. 
Another still, cites Sir Burges Camac as an in- 
stance to the contrary, and adds that in the United 
States is one of this family named Camac Camac, 
probably the only instance where the Christian 
and surnames are alike, and both reversible. 

The origin of names—“old fogie,” for instance— 
draws out many pens, but all briefly. The origin 
of stanzas, the source of quotations, the deriva- 
tion of words, questions of manuscript, of books, 
and editions, mooted passages of literature or his- 
tory, oceupy the attention largely. But no de- 
scription can give any idea of the multitudinous 
and multifarious lore of this remarkable series. 

If every man whose reading was general, would 
“make a note” of every singular fact, or mark 
down every difficulty which he stumbled upon; 
or all the questions about men, books, manuscripts, 
events, historic minutie about rings and their 
inscriptions, about customs, their origin, decline, 
and extinction, he would in a year collect an 
amount of matter which would not a little surprise 
him. If this were briefly put into notes or ques- 
tions, the one would give great satisfaction to some, 
the other would draw information from those 
whose researches had given this peculiar informa- 
tion. In this way an exchange of mental com- 
modities is effeeted. A judicious question well put 
will bring twenty scholars to a man’s rescue, and 
save him not only from ignorance, but from cum- 
bersome researth. A man in the country touches 
thus the secret springsof city libraries; nay, he 
makes books give up their dead, and clothes their 
dust with new life, and brings back to renewed 
usefulness many a scaled-up fact. 

And now, of what use is such disconnected and 
heterogencous matter? Of none, tosuch minds as 
require methodized thought. But we confess toa 
pleasure not unlike that which we feel in rammag- 
ing an antiquarian book-store; or still more, like 
the pleasure we take in going through an old fash- 
ioned house, filled with antique furniture, with an- 
cient portraits, and all manner of hereditary curi- 
osities. Other books one reads as he dines upon 
the regular course of substantial food. But we 
sit down to this book, at odd moments, and take it 
as we do hickory nuts, little morsels secreted in 
corners, and picked out with minute diligence, 
but very sweet, oily, and satisfying. 

It is a pleasure, too, a rare novelty, in this ex- 
cessively practical age, to become acquainted with 
knowledge for which there can be no earthly use! 
To be sure, one would not wish too much of such 
things. But we use the work as we would a mu- 
seum. It is nota place to live or work in, but a 
place for sight-seeing and recreation. We could 
enjoy a walk among the mummies onee in a while, 
though we should not care to take rooms with 
them, or, like the Arabs, make fuel of them to boil 
our office. 

It is interesting, too, to see what things are ili- 
teresting to cultivated minds i 3 midst of 
wealthy leisure in England. Huncred; have real- 
ly nothing todo. They are beholden to no pro- 
fession, and are not active in any practieal calling. 
Art, literature, local histories, antiquarian research, 
the phenomena of language, singular books, na- 
tural history, &e. &c., redeem their minds from 
ennut. 

But we employ this work yet more usefully as 
a kind of dry bath, to cleanse the mind from weari- 
ness, after too much mingling with the world. One 
is soon shut in from common things, and wanders 
on from incident to incident, so remote from ordi- 
nary experience, and so out of the way of common 
thinking, that it produces thé effect of a journey, a 
change of scene and associations. 

We do not commend “ Notes and Queries” to all 
persons. But to all who love curiosities and sin- 
gularities of knowledge, to all who enjoy minute 
research and criticism, and who withal have acer- 
tain relish for dust and death, as venerable and pi- 
quant, giving flavor to the freshness of real life, we 
commend these volumes. *

REVIVALS IN NEW YORK AND 
BROOKLYN. 





Maxy of the churches in this city and Brooklyn, of 


various denominations, are now enjoying, like the | 





churches of Rochester last winter, and like many of | 


those in Boston at the present time, a gracious retresh- 
ing from the presence of the Lord. We have given 
from time to time, in our columns, brief accounts of 
revivals in individual churches in this vicinity, aw they 
have come to our knowledge; but we present this 
week a more comprehensive and coimplete view than 
has yet been given, of the work of the Holy Spirit in 
this and in the neighboring city. We have room to 
mention, however, only those churches which are at 
the present time sharing the signal blessing of God’s 
presence and power ; while there are some over which 
the cloud has already passed, and others that are just 
beginning to be overshadowed. 


Congregational. 

Among Congregetional churches, the Plymouth 
church, Brooklyn, has been thus far the most favored 
An unusual interest has existed in this congregation 
for the past two months. Morning prayer-meetings 
were begun several weeks ago, and are still continued ; 
and although these have been the only extra meet- 
ings held, they have been greatly blessed in their 
results. The morning on which they were appointed 
to begin was ene of the most inclement of the win- 
ter-season. A snow-storm, to whose terrific violence 
the shipwrecks on the coast bore fearful witness, was 
at its height at the hour designated, and it was thought 
that not enough persons would assemble to constitute a 
meeting, yet fifteen were present, including two ladies 
who had come through the storm from no small dis- 
tance; and this first gathering was marked in a most 
impreesive manner by the Spirit of God. Since that time, 
these early meetings—beginning at 8 o'clock and closing 
after three-quarters of an hour—have filled the entire

In the Church of the Pilgrims, (Rev. Dr. Storrs, pas- 
tor,) an increased religious interest has been apparent 
for some weeks past, and morning prayer-meetings 
have been held in the vestry for the last ten days. 

In the Park Congregational church, Brooklyn, of 
which Rev. Mr. Bacheler is pastor, morning prayer- 
meetings were begun on Monday last, te be continued 
every day during the present week, and longer, if the 
religious feeling in the congregation should be found 
sufficient to need such an expression of itself. The 
initial meeting was well attended, and left a good im- 
pression. 

Presbyterian. 

Among the Presbyterian churches, one of the most 
interesting revivals now going on in this city is in 
the Spring-street church, of which Rev. Dr. Camp- 
bell is pastor. The result thus far has been the acces- 
sion of twenty-stx to the communion of the church, on 
profession of their faith. A member of the church 
thus describes the work—“ For the last few weeks, God 
has seen fit, in his bountiful mercy, to exhibit the awak- 
ening influence of his Spirit in our midst. Especiat!ly 
has he blest our Sabbath school. The teachers huve been 
solemn ; they have felt the mighty respensibility resting 
on them; it has been their earnest prayer that they 
might ‘walk softly before the Lord,’ and God has 
crowned their labors with suceess. On Sunday, April 
Sth, twenty-five of our school entered into a solemn 
covenant, that they would renounce the world and the 
devil. Twenty-six partook ef the Lord's supper for 
the first time. Who was the twenty-sixth? An old 
man, past four-score years, his whitened head bent 
with age. What acontrast! By his side stood his 
grandson, his namesake, but fifteen years old, which was 
the average age of the others! This work commenced 
in the Sabbath school, and so far, has been confined 
almost wholly there. Like some other schools in the city, 
we have held for some years whatis called an ‘ Early 
Meeting.’ The teachers and scholars come together for 
an hour before the evening church-services, to pray 
together and exhort one another. And as a recommen- 
dation to those schools that do not hold such meetings, I 
would say, they have been precious seasons to those who 
have been in the habit of attending them. 
These meetings for the last winter have num- 
bered from seventy to one hundred and twelve. 
One night perhaps there were more than the 
latter number present. When it was asked if there 
was any one present who desired to be prayed for, 
at least fifteen arose. All, except the younger portion 
of the scholars, stayed at the church meeting ; and our 
hearts were made more glad by seeing others going 
forward to those ‘ Anxious Seats,’ to ask an interest 
in the prayers of the church. We have good cause to 
‘thank God and take courage.’ May this be but the 
beginning of what shall be!” 

In the First Presbyterian church, (New School,) 
Brooklyn, under the pastoral care of Rev. Mr. Ho- 


garth, morning prayer-meetings have been held for sev- 


eral weeks, and a feeling ef great tenderness pervades 
a large congregation. 

In a mission school in Fortieth street, under the care of 
some Presbyterian Sunday-school teachers, the labors 
undertaken for the children have been blessed of God 
in the conversion of not a few. Theschool was started 
some years ago by several persons, only two of whom 
were professors of religion ; and many of the teachers 
since then have been unconverted persons. After a 
time, the result seemed to be so unpromising that the 
idea of abandoning the enterprise was entertained. It 
was finally decided to struggle on a while longer, and 
lately there has been a revival, which has resulted thus 
far in the conversion of screnteen teachers and ten schol- 
ars. This sheuld encourage ail laborers in the cause 
of mission schools. 

In the Fourteenth-street Presbyterian church, of 
which Rev. Dr. Asa D. Smith is pastor, considerable 
religious interest at present exists. Morning prayer- 
meetings are held in the lecture-room, beginning at 
eight o’clock, and continuing for halfan hour; and 
preaching by the pastor and others is given on several 
evenings during the week. The attendance is large, 
both in the mornings and the evenings. A correspond- 
ent who has attended some of these meetings, says, 
“ Though the good work of which these are the tokens 
is as yet in an incipient state, the indications of iacreas- 
ed religious interest are very hopeful.” 

In the Sabbath school connected with Rev. Dr. Bur- 
chard’s church, several recent cases of conversion have 
occurred. 

In the Shiloh Presbyterian chureh, (colored,) of which 
Rev. Mr. Garnet is pastor, seventy persons reeently 
made a public profession of their faith, about twenty 
of whom were baptized ; but we have given, in a pre- 
vious number of The Independent, a more extended 
account of this interesting revival. 

















In Dr. Krebs’ church (Old School Presbyterian) in 
Rutger street, a good feeling prevails, though not as 
yet exhibited in the form of a revival. The ordinary 
meetings in the church and the lecture-room have been 
much better attended of late than usual, and the peo- 
ple listen to the Gospel with great attention. An un- 
ueual tenderness appeared to pervade the congregation 
at the late communion season on the last Sabbath in 
March. On the evening of that day, the pastor preaeh- 
ed a discourse en the duty of the Church to make espe- 
cial effort to bring the qoor and unevangelized under 
the influence of the Gospel. It had been previously 
agreed to make a therough exploration of the neighbor- 
hood, partly with reference to tract distribution, partly 
to the enlargement of the Sabbath schools, and partly 
to induce neglectors of public worship to attend church. 
With this combined purpose in view, one or two meet- 
ings were held to devise an efficient plan and to en- 
gage laborers. These resulted in obtaining the pledges 
of upwards of sixty persons, including the most influ- 
ential people in the congregation, to go out for the pur- 
pose of visiting every family in the vicinity of the 
church, and to attempt to bring them by personal effort 
under the influences of the truth. The visitors have 
been provided with stitable tracts and with a card of 
introduction to the pastor, the church, and the Sabbath 
school. They are now engaged in this work, and 
“they have a mind to work.” 

“ One object of this card,” says a visiter, “is cor-

within their own walls, instead of building ‘ barns’ for 
them; that the ‘rich and the poor ought to meet to- 
gether’ in the house of God.

Our pew rents are so scaled that the poorest may sit, 
independent of charity, at small cost,—and if they can- 
not afford it, even free for ever ; neither do we consign 
them to a poor place under the rich man’s footstool.” 


Baptist. 
Several of the Baptist churches in New York have 


The revival in Laight-street church, (Rev. 
Mr. Green, pastor,) which we noticed in our col- 
umns a week or two ago, has resulted, thus far, in the 
hopeful conversion of thirty-five persons. Thirty have 
been baptized, and several are waiting for the ordinance. 
Social prayers have been offered daily. The converts 
are chiefly connected with the Sunday schoo] and the 
Bible classes, either as teachers or pupils.

In the South Baptist church, Rev. A. H. Barling- | 
ham, recently called from Boston to this charge, has 
had occasion to use the new baptistery for the first time 


in the baptism of seven persons, who were recently 
coaverted under his ministry. On the saine day, six- 
teen persons received the right hand of fellowship, 
making forty-one who have been added to the church 
since October last, when the pastor began his labors. 
We learn also that in addition to the above, several 
others have recently obtained a hope in Christ. 

We learn that the Berean church, (Rev. Dr. Dowling, 
pastor,) and the church in Stanton st., and the Central 
Park church, have been greatly revived within several 
weeks past, and that considerable accessions to their 
membership have been made. In the Stanton-street 
church, the number of persons baptized at the last com- 
miunion reached eighteen. The pastor of the Central 
Park church, Rev. P. F. Jones, baptized seven on the 
last Sabbath in March. The ceremony of baptism was 
performed in the North River, at the foot of Fifty-first 
stieet, and was witnessed with great interest by a large 
concourse of spectators. The scene was one of un- 
usual colemnity for an out-door baptism among the 
wharves of this city. 

In the South-street church, (Rev. C. C. Norton, pas- 
or,) seventeen persons were reeently baptized. A re- 
vival of much interest is going on in this church, from 
which further fruits are expected. 

The Strong-place Baptist church, South Brooklyn, 


of which Rev. Dr. Taylor is pastor, has been and still | 


is enjoying the special presence of God's Spirit, in the 
conviction and conversion of souls. The visible result 
of this work, thus far, has been the conversion of near- 
ly une hundred persons in about two months, and the 
accession te the membership of the church of seventy- 
txo, of whom fifty-two united through the ordinance 
of baptiem. This is the greatest spiritual work ever 


known in this church, or in the immediate locality in | 


which it stands; and no other church in Brooklyn, 
during the present year, has been so abundantly blessed 
to the conversion of sinners. 

The Atlantic-street Baptist church, Brooklyn, has 
been enjoying a continuous revival for some months 
past. It is a comparatively new church, having been 
constituted two years ago last summer, with an origi- 
nal membership of twenty-five persons. Soon after its 
establishment, Rev. M. G. Hodge was called to the 
pastorate, who began his labors in the following Oct2- 
ber. Since that time, a neat house of worship has 


been built, while the congregation has increased five- | 


fold.

On Sunday before last, in the morning, thirty-eight 
persons, of whom a large number were males, were 
confirmed in Christ church, Brooklyn, of which Rev. 
Dr. Canfield is rector. 

On the evening of the same day, Bishop Potter ad- 
ministered the same rite to forty-two persons in the 
church of the Holy Trinity, Rev. Dr. Lewis, rector. 
This was a larger number than was at first expected by 
the rector and the church, and embraced an unusually 
large proportion of adults and males. The scene was 
one of deep interest, and made an evident and solemn 
impression upon the congregation. 

In St. George’s church, in this city, (Rev. Dr. Tyng, 
rector,) the Bishop confirmed foriy-one persons on 
Good Friday. Ten of this number were males, and 
thirty-one females ; all, with very few exceptions, being 
young people. On next Sunday afternoon, the eighth 
anniversary of the several interesting Sunday schoole 
connected with this church is to be held. 

Methodist. 

In addition to the various works of grace mentioned 
above, there are revivals now in progress in many of 
the Methodist churches, several of which have already 
been noticed in our City Column. It would seem, from 
the facts already given, that there are favorable indi- 
cations of an unusual and gracious out-pouring of God's 
Spirit upon the entire cities of New York and Brook- 
lyn.

 Signifieant.—The Congregational Association of 
New York and Brooklyn held their annual meeting at 
| Clinton-avenue Church, Brooklyn, Wednesday and 
Thursday. j 

“ Rev. Dr. Cheever delivered a powerful discourse on 
Tuesday evening before the Association ; subject, 
“The Power of the Pulpit. particularly as dependent on 
its Boldness and Freedora from Bondage te Sects and 
Associations, Pews and Creeds.” 

“ The same day,we are told, Rev. Mr. Hatch, of Brook. 
lyn, who has recently made himself famous by publicly 
advocating social amusements and Sunday cars, ex- 
pressed to them his desire of joining the body, but the 
body declined to consider the question of his becoming 
a member.” 

The above is from the N. Y. Times. The same par- 
agraph, almost verbatim, appears in the Herald, under 
the caption, ‘ Congregational Liberty.” 

It should be added that Mr. Hatch, failing to find 
anybody willing to endorse him, and having no testi- 
monials from any source as to his character, rose and 
offered himself to the Association. Whereupon it was 
publicly said that “ Mr. Hatch, by his own statement, 
had been unanimously expelled from the Association 
with which he was once connected in New England !” 
The members of the Association of New York and 
| Brooklyn exercised their individual and “ Congrega- 
tional liberty ” in declining to be sponsors for a stranger 
who had such antecedents; and however “ famous ” 
Mr. Hatch may become in other quarters, the fact that 
he found no endorser in the Association, will remain 
highly “ significant ” to all Congregational churches in 
this vicinity. 

No doubt Dr. Cheever delivered a “ powerful dis- 
course ;”’ and as to Mr. Hatch’s amusements we have no 
knowledge ; but neither the one nor the other of those 
topics had any connection with the fact that nobody 
would become responsible for Mr. Hatch. 


A New Church up Town.—The Trustees of the 
Tabernacle church have purchased ten lots on Broad- 
way, Thirty-fourth, and Thirty-fifih streets, as a site for 
their new place of worship. The price was $78,000. 
Five of the lots on Broadway and Thirty-fourth strect 
will be covered by the church edifice, and two adjoining 
on Sixth avenue, by a lecture-room. The rest of the 
ground is reserved for sale. The location of the new 
house is very eligible, as a fine view of it can be had on 
Broadway, Fifth and Sixth avenues, and Thirty-fourth 
street. It is proposed to expend between $75,000 and 
$100,000 on the house (which will probably be built of 
rough white marble,) and te make it a splendid architec 
tural ornament to the upper part of the city. The 
work will doubtless be completed next year. The con- 
gregation will vacate the Tabernacle on the Ist of May, 
when the old building, and a front of seventy-two fect 
| on Broadway, will be torn down, and anoble marble ware- 
hcuse erected on the spot by the owner, Mr. John J. 
Phelps. The Tabernacle lots, four in number, making 
} one hundred feet square, were recently sold to Mr. 
| Phe!ps for $122,000. The new up-town structure will

Young Men’s Christian Association.—The Young 
Men's Christian As8ociation of this city held a second 
special meeting in the chapel of the University, last 
Monday evening, at which the resolution recently in- 
troduced by Prof. Crosby, “ forbidding” the discussion 
of the question of slavery, was called up for reconsid- 
eration, and after some debate was rescinded, and the 
right of free discussion established by the passage of s 
| series of resolutions prepared by Mr. Austin Abbott, 
recognizing ‘ perfect freedom of speech” as a “ com- 
mon right” of the Association. The following are the 
resolutions : 
|  “ Whereas, It is right that in a Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association truth should be freely and openly dis- 
cussed ; therefore, 

“ Resolved, That the resolution forbidding discus 
sion or action in any form upon the subject of slavery, 
&c., offered by Prof. Crosby on the 26th of January, 
1857, be, and the same hereby is, rescinded. 

“ Resolved, That we recognize as a common right, 
perfect freedom of speech, within the bounds of pro- 
priety and courtesy, both in our Meetings and in the 

Reoms.” 

The following resolutions, also proposed by Mr. Ab 
bott, were adopted : 
| “ Whereas, The promulgation of resolutions declara- 
tory of opinion merely, without a view to action, is not 
called for by the pu of our organization ; and 
| whereas, the right of a majority to bring the Associa- 
| tien. to a vote, by which the opinion of the majority 
| may be declared to be the judgment of the Association, 
| is questionable ; and whereas, although we must be gov- 
| erned by the will of the majority in respect to action, it 
| is not necessary that we should be se governed in ree- 
pect to opinion ; therefore, 

“ Resolved, That hereafter resolutions declaratory of 
opinion merely, are not to be put to vote.” 

The design of the above preamble and resolttion is 
to favor the free discussion of abstract questions, on 
which there may be a diversity of opinion, by doing 
away, not with debate, but with the usual vote after a 
debate. The Association is to vote only on questions 
of action, and not of opinien.
